Judas,  the  name  of 
the  betrayer,  has  become 
known  to  the  entire  world.  I 
have  never  heard  of  anyone 
who  named  a  child  Judas.  I 
cannot  recall  anyone  who 
named  a  bad  dog  Judas.  It  is 
a  name  of  disdain.  Just  the 
mention  of  the  name  sounds 
despicable.  Yet  at  some  point 
or  other  in  the  journey  of  life, 
you  and  I  may  feel  and  expe¬ 
rience  die  pain  of  betrayal. 

What  do  you  do?  How  do 
you  go  on?  How  do  you 
respond?  How  do  you 
muster  enough  faith  and  com¬ 
mitment  to  march  forward 
when  you  have  been 
betrayed?  No  one  who  has 
ever  been  there  would  say 
that  it  is  easy.  Probably,  if  a 
survey  were  taken  most  of  us 
would  say  it  is  virtually 
impossible.  Yet  Jesus  over¬ 
came  and  offers  to  us  the 
strength  to  overcome  even  die 
disappointment  of  betrayal. 
While  He  stayed  focused  on 
the  cal]  of  Goa  in  His  life  and 
the  commitment  to  the  Father 
in  His  heart.  He  also  received 
the  strength  without  which  no 
one  can  overcome  that 
moment  of  disappointment. 

fie  also  overcame  the  dis¬ 
appointment  of  silence.  On 
the  night  that  He  was 
betrayed.  He  went  to  the 
Garden  of  Gethsemane.  There 
He  asked  His  disciples  to 
watch  and  prr.y,  and  they 
went  to  sleep.  It  is  interesting 
that  sometimes  people  think 
that  they  are  helping  because 
they  are  doing  nothing.

you?  However)  at  some  cru¬ 
cial  '-.'ament,  they  pulled 
back,  disappeared  into  the 
woodwork  just  like  the  disci¬ 
ples  who  went  to  sleep,  and  in 
a  sense  were  non-existent 

It  is  hard  to  express  the 
disappointment  that  is  felt  at 
that  point  and  while  they 
had  done  nothing  that 
seemed  to  be  obviously  hurt¬ 
ful  or  distressing,  it  was.  Yet 
when  that  disappointment  of 
silence  came,  again,  Jesus 
overcame  and  so  can  we  and 
so  must  we. 

A  third  disappointment 
that  came  to  Jesus  was  the 
denial  of  possibly  His  most 
vocal  dtsciple.  Simon  Peter 
had  gone  on  record  with  a 
totally  unreserved,  you-can- 
depend-on-me  commitment. 
However,  on  that  night  amid 
all  of  the  clamor  that  was  tak¬ 
ing  place  following  Jesus' 
arrest,  Simon  Peter  would  be 
asked,  "Aren't  you  one  of  His 
disciples?"  He  would  totally 
deny  that  he  was  or  that  he 
even  knew  Jesus. 

Jesus  was  dose  by  and 
heard  file  dentals,  which  He 
knew  were  coming.  His  heart 
must  have  broken  as  He 
looked  across  at  Simon  Peter  as 
he  declared  his  ignorance  of 
who  He  was.  I  have  often 
thought  that  while  we  think  of 
Jesus  on  the  cross  and  five 
Scripture's  declaration  that  He 
could  have  <  ailed  10,000  angels 
to  deliver  Him,  that  maybe  at 
these  disappointing  moments 
there  was  a  greater  temptation 
to  say,  "Forget  it  all'"  On  the 
cross,  the  hardened  Roman  sol¬ 
diers  were  inflicting  punish¬ 
ment  and  the  meandering 
crowd  was  jeering  at  Him. 
Here  His  most  trusted  disci¬ 
ples,  the  people  in  whom  He 
had  invested  the  most  and  on 
whom  he  was  depending  the 
most  disappointed  Him.  Yet 
He  overcame. 

He  not  only  overcame  dis¬ 
appointment,  He  overcame 
doubt.  While  there  are  many 
things  that  I  might  point  out 
let  me  just  ask  you  to  think  of 
the  totality  of  the  events  of 


Easter  where  it  appears  as 
though  everything  that  Jesus 
declared  He  was,  everything 
that  He  could  do,  all  of  the 
things  that  He  said,  and  the 
miracles  that  He  worked 
were  to  no  avail.  It  looked  as 
though  this  world  with  its 
evil  political  maneuvering 
and  religious  hypocrisy  were 
winning.  Just  look  at  the 
things  that  were  taking  place 
and  you  will  see  hatred  and 
bitterness  seem  to  be  five  vic¬ 
tor  whether  it  was  from 
Pilate,  Cataphas,  Herod,  or 
the  mob  that  was  crying. 
"Crucify  Him!" 

Maybe  this  is  the  kind  of 
feeling  that  you  get  when  you 
hear  breaking  news  in  our 
world  about  one  thing  and 
then  another  crisis  comes 
immediately  behind  it 
Almost  every  day  you  experi¬ 
ence  a  social  earthquake  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  spi  i'tial  and 
moral  tsunami,  *t  .an  drain 
your  heart  of  fniti  and  hope, 
it  seems  as  though  doubt 
rules.  Jesus  stood  in  five  midst 
of  all  of  that  and  remains  five 
overcoming  Jesus. 

Another  triumphant  note 
of  the  overcoming  Jesus  is  that 
He  conquered  (Math  not  just 
disappointments  and  doubt 
but  death  itself .  He  was  victo¬ 
rious  over  death,  the  final  do- 
sure  of  life.  He  overcame. 
Every  day  so  many  thine 
swirl  around  us  and  wont 
against  us  and  we  need  the 
strength  of  God  to  overcome. 
Ultimately,  death  seems  to 
finally  come  and  say,  "I  win!" 
For  centuries,  it  ha  a  been  that 
way.  For  millennia,  mankind 
has  struggled  with  it  and  in 
five  worasof  the  Apostle  Paul 
we  can  come  to  Easter  and 
say,  "Thanks  be  unto  God  that 
giveth  us  the  victory  through 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 

That  is  why  we  are  cele¬ 
brating.  He  is  the  overcoming 
King  of  kings  and  Lord  of 
lords.  You  and  I  can  join 
together  with  saints  circling 
five  globe  and  celebrate  Him. 
We  not  only  celebrate  Him, 
we  celebrate  Him  in  us  and 
the  power  of  God  that  enables 
us  to  overcome  whatever  may 
come  against  us.  It  was  Jesus 
—  the  powerful,  victorious 
Jesus  —  who  said  to  the  folks 
in  His  day  and  to  everyone  of 
us,  "Because  I  live  you  shall 
live  also."  Thank  God  for 
Easter!  May  this  be  a  glori¬ 
ous,  happy,  and  overcoming 
Easter  for  each  of  you!
